Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art is, without question, Jackson (US 4,429,856). However, 
Jackson operates in a somewhat different manner than the claimed invention. The 
claimed invention claims an aperture that deforms to allow fluid passage. Although 
Applicant discussed transverse passageway 62 as potentially reading on the claimed 
aperture, actually passageways 60 read more closely on this limitation. Passageways 
60 actually deform during operation of the valve as shown in figure 4. However, this 
deformation is not necessary for the fluid to pass through the passageways. The 
deformation is merely a consequence of the depression of plunger 34, which unseats 
plug element 56, thereby permitting flow through the valve. Whereas, in Applicant's 
invention, the aperture is closed until the valve is actuated, when the aperture is 
deformed into an open position, thus allowing flow.
